WORTH WAITING FOR: Mrs. Anson A. 
Bigelow has a soft spot in her heart for gray 
horses. If a sales yearling meets her requirements 
of pedigree and conformation, Mrs. Bigelow 
will enter the bidding with gusto, and if the 
animal happens to be gray of coat she isn’t likely 
to stop short of signing the sales slip. Three 
summers ago at Saratoga a gray son of *Nirgal- 
No Strings caught her eye. Her bid of $20,000 
was successful. 

Later, when asked what prompted her to buy 
the colt, she replied, "Because he winked at me 
in the sales ring.” At least, that’s the way the 
story goes. Perhaps it never would have been 
told had not the colt gone on to considerable 
fame the following year. Named Nail, the son of 
*Nirgal amassed earnings of $239,930—sur¬ 
passed only by Hasty Road’s record $277,132— 
winning the Remsen Stakes and Belmont and 
Pimlico Futurities as a two-year-old. 

Last year, Mrs. Bigelow was back at her old 
stand at Saratoga, where she purchased five 
yearlings for $92,700. For a gray son of 
* Mahmoud-*Crossette she wrote a check for 
$30,000. Among the lady owner’s more modest 
purchases was a bay filly by Occupy-*Feale 
Bridge, by Gold Bridge, sale priced at $7,000. 
To obtain the latter from the consignment of 
Larry S. MacPhail, Mrs. Bigelow had to sit 
around until 218 yearlings had been sold. The 
daughter of Occupy was the next to last young¬ 
ster to go under the hammer at the Spa in 1956. 

Under the name of Bridgework, the Mary- 
land-bred Occupy filly came to the races for the 
first time on July 11 at Jamaica. Trainer George 
P. (Maje) Odom saddled her to finish in a 
dead-heat for fourth behind Romanca in a 
maiden race. She was beaten two and a quarter 
lengths after bearing out at the start. 

In her second outing, Bridgework outfinished 
the $63,000 Idun but again failed to keep a 
straight course and was set back to third for 
interference. On the 24th of July at Belmont 
Park, and in more experienced hands. Bridge- 
work outfinished Wendasy, Gleaming Star and 
four others to gain her initial triumph. 

Her next start, the Sorority at Monmouth 
Park on July 31, was her first in stakes competi¬ 
tion. Breaking from the extreme outside in the 

September, 1957 


field of 14, the filly was quick to assert her 
authority under Eric Guerin s handling. On top 
by a length at the half, she widened to win by 
four and one-half lengths at the end of the six 
furlongs. Maraja was second and Sweet Mandy, 
third. 

Bridgework’s time for the six furlongs over a 
slow track was a creditable 1:12-4/5. 

Off this encouraging performance, she was 
made a slight favorite over Powhatan Stable’s 
Pocahontas to win the Schuylerville at Saratoga 
a week later. The latter, getting three pounds 
(119-116) from Bridgework, just got up to win 
by a head in a hard drive. Pocahontas, by Roman 
out of the Coaching Club American Oaks winner 
How, is considered by many to be one of the top 
members of her age and sex group, but she failed 
to run to expectations in the Spinaway which 
followed. Sequoia, sister to How, was the winner. 
Bridgework was third. This last effort brought 
the Occupy filly’s earnings to $24,872, putting 
her in the sales bargain classification. 

Breeder MacPhail sold Bridgework’s dam last 
year for $700. R. B. Barton bought her 1956 
foal, a General Staff colt, for $2,900. The latter 
was "sold” in MacPhail’s Saratoga consignment 
last month for $6,300 to the same R. B. Barton. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Bigelow patronized the 
MacPhail yearling sale again this year. She 
bought four head, two of them grays which cost 
$34,000 and $30,000. 

Occupy, sire of Bridgework, is also repre¬ 
sented this season by Dance Card, winner of the 
Polly Drummond. She finished sixth in the 
Sorority. 

PROMISE FULFILLED: Frank E. (Jimmy) 
Kilroe singled out F. A. Piarulli’s Vertex as a 
colt whose merit was more implied than shown 
when he bracketed the son of The Rhymer- 
Kanace, by Case Ace at 114 pounds in the Ex¬ 
perimental Free Handicap. It was the highest 
weight assigned a Maryland-bred. This, on the 
basis of two wins and a fourth in the World’s 
Playground Stakes last year. 

To date this season. Vertex, foaled at Sam 
Pistorio’s farm near Ellicott City, has been out 
five times and shows three wins and two seconds. 
After opening his sophomore campaign with a 
five-length victory at Garden State, Vertex fin-

ished second to The Crack in the Select Handi¬ 
cap, won the Choice Stakes at Monmouth in 
1:49 (a fifth slower than Levee’s track record) 
and was runner-up to Ben Lomond in the Vent- 
nor Handicap at Atlantic City, which marked 
his first excursion on the grass. A flashy, front¬ 
running chestnut. Vertex has earned $35,622 
this year. He was much the best—winning by 
seven—in the nine-furlong Choice and just 
missed holding oft Ben Lomond’s rush in the 
Ventnor. The latter, an English-bred colt of 
much intrinsic class essaying a comeback, was 
in receipt of six pounds from Vertex. 

J. F. Piarulli, son of the New Jersey owner, 
trains the Choice winner. Vertex’s dam is in 
foal to The Rhymer again this year. 

FUTURE PRODUCERS; Discovery, 26-year- 
old patriarch of Sagamore, is the sire of the 
highest-priced filly at the Saratop sales. Paul 
Mellon, in the market for a potential broodmare, 
gave $49,000 for a chestnut daughter of 
Discovery-Tatula, by Eight Thirty, from the 
Rigan McKinney-Larry MacPhail consignment. 

Only two Discoverys, both fillies, were sold 
at Saratoga. They brought $70,000—an average 
of $35,000, among the highest of the sales. 
Discovery’s daughters are treasured as brood¬ 
mares as the fine weight-carrying son of Display 
is maternal grandsire of such top horses as 
Native Dancer, Traffic Judge, Bed o’ Roses, 
Hasty Road and Bold Ruler. 


Discovery’s son. Find, is the tenth leading 
money winner of all time, having recently 
swelled his earnings to $608,854. 

CANADIAN MARAUDER: History tells 
us that the "Swamp Fox’’ was General Francis 
Marion, who used his knowledge of the South 
Carolina marshes to elude the British armies 
during his raids in the American Revolution. 
The Jockey Club identifies Swamp Fox as a 
four-year-old Maryland-bred colt which utilizes 
his late foot to run down his tormentors in the 
Canadian provinces. 

The most recent escapade of the son of 
Whirling Fox-Doctor’s Nurse, by Dr. Freeland, 
concerns his exploits at Woodbine where he 
ran over six others in the mile-and-a-furlong 
Eclipse Handicap, May 25. The victory, accom¬ 
plished in 1:55-4/5 over a fast track, was worth 
$7,020 to Owner Frank Gorlick and $60.40 for 
each $2 ticket. The winner of the Heresy Stakes 
last year has now earned $30,510 in his lifetime. 

Swamp Fox was bred by Mrs. J. B. Merry- 
man and was claimed a week prior to the Eclipse 
for $6,000. Whirling Fox, the winner’s sire, 
stands at Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat’s Panorama 
Farm, Forest Hill. 

ROUGH SLEDDING: The combined op¬ 
position of Charles Town and Brandywine Race¬ 
way to Bel Air made the sledding rough for the 
six-furlong Harford County strip. When the 
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12-day meeting had run its course, and figures 
were totted, the tabulation showed that Bel Air’s 
business was well off last year’s. Daily average 
attendance was down—5,703 as compared to 
1956’s 5,768—but the pinch was tightest in the 
miULiels. Whereas Bel Air handled an average 
of $359,163 last season, $312,513 was the per 
diem play last month. 

An extension of Charles Town’s meeting 
brought that West Virginia track into open 
conflict with Bel Air throughout the latter’s 
allotted 12-day span. The pressure of competi¬ 
tion wasn’t restricted to the turnstiles and tote 
windows. Horses were a precious commodity, 
too, each track taking its best hold. In the end, 
Bel Air had to relax its regulations concerning 
performance requirements to fill its cards when 
Charles Town served a virtual ultimatum on 
horsemen who had raced at its earlier meeting. 


They were told that if they left Charles Town 
for Bel Air, they wouldn’t be allowed to race 
at the winter meeting at the Shenandoah track. 
Bel Air countered with a few maneuvers of its 
own but by then the damage had been done. 

Timonium’s position is more tenable, but as 
the meeting opened there was little doubt that 
a slight recession was probable.

Keeneland Fall Sales 

A record number of 726 Thoroughbred year- 
zings are now being catalogued for the Keene¬ 
land fall sales of October 14 to 18 and October 
21 to 22. 

Two-hundred, twenty-five consignors from 
throughout the nation have entered horses for 
the annual autumn auction conducted by the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. 

For the first time, the yearling sales will be 
held during the Keeneland Race Course fall 
meeting October 8 to 24, affording sales patrons 
the opportunity to attend the races at the 
picturesque, non-profit track. 


With 75 to 80 yearlings scheduled to be sold 
at each session, seven selling days and two 
catalogues were required. Two sales sessions— 
afternoon and evening—will be conducted on 
Monday, October 14—a "dark ” day at Keene¬ 
land—and evening sessions Tuesday, October 15 
through Friday, October 18. Resuming with two 
sessions on Monday, October 21, the sales will 
conclude with an evening auction the following 
day. 

Consignors with the largest representation in 
the sales include: Crown Crest Farm, with in¬ 
terests in 28 yearlings; Leslie Combs, 11, 24; 
Thomas Piatt, 24; Maine Chance Farm, 20; 
Fruehauf dispersal, 19; Kingston Farm, 13; 
Darby Dan Farm, 12; Hurstland Farm, 11; and 
A. B. Karsner, 11. 

This year s total of 726 yearlings is an increase 
of 117 over the number catalogued last fall. 
This increase in the number of fall sales year¬ 
lings was anticipated when a new summer sales 
policy of the Breeders’ Sales Company, put into 
effect this year, resulted in 120 less yearlings 
offered for sale than in the summer auction of 
1956. 

William S. Evans, general manager of the 
sales organization, points out that the new sum¬ 
mer sales policy which resulted in fewer year¬ 
lings being offered in July has automatically 
served to increase the quality of the fall sales 
yearlings.

Timonium swept the harness 
horses out of its barns and let the Thorough¬ 
breds have a place to train, the half-mile sea¬ 
son got under way at Bel Air, lean, handsome 
Bill Jaeger started reminding people that the 
sixth Washington, D. C International will be 
run at Laurel on November 11, and Snowden 
Carter’s Dark Patrol won three races. 

Also, dashing, debonair Charlie Johnson 
completed his balloting for Pimlico s Jockeys 
Hall of Fame, and let the world know that the 
Pimlico Futurity, this year, has a good chance 
of becoming the world’s second-richest race. 

Voices from the hills of Hagerstown and the 
mountains of Cumberland called out that there 
will be 12 days of racing at each of the nifty 
little Western Maryland tracks. Hagerstown 
runs from September 9 to 21; Cumberland 
opens on September 23 and continues in busi¬ 
ness until October 5. Both meetings conflict 
with Hawthorne, Belmont Park, Rockingham 
and Atlantic City, but not with Charles Town, 
according to the latest information I can get. 

I haven’t got much to report about the early 
part of the month except that tests of Potomac 
River water showed a high count of small- 
mouths, and an examination of the Bush re¬ 
vealed that bigmouth busters could be betrayed 
by bogus baits. 

August 15. Embarked at Towson, destina¬ 
tion Saratoga. Made Route 17, New Jersey, ere 
darkness fell.

Mrs. C. Ulrick Bay 
gave $21,000 for a yearling out of Eeyea in 
Larry MacPhail’s consignment, and Rokeby 
Stable gave $49,000 for a daughter of Tatula, 
that MacPhail and Rigan McKinney sent in. 

August 17. Breakfast at the track, where 
the hoofs of the horses echo across the all-bran 
and the soft-boiled egg grows cold attempting 
to compete with the handicapping. 

To the sale of racehorses to watch animals 
go for a fraction of what their more-successful 
or not-yet-tested relatives are worth. 

Took picture of Humphrey Finney inspect¬ 
ing Dedicate’s half-brother. Horse looked good. 
Heckling by Ralph Kercheval caused tempo¬ 
rary thought-stoppage; forgot to remove lens 
cap. 

Had sandwich with Anna Bockius, Upper- 
co’s gift to the horse-breeding world, and then, 
off to the course. Mr. Calkins’ figures held up 
in the hurdle race, Jimmer took the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes and Gallant Man won the 
Travers (with Bureaucracy making it interest¬ 
ing to the last jump). 

Dined very modestly. 

Slept for a couple hours; then off to Fasig- 
Tipton’s party which would have been a suc-

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Pimlico Futurity 

The value of the 1957 Pimlico Futurity was 
increased to $153,740 when the owners of 122 
colts and fillies made the final eligibility pay¬ 
ment to the championship two-year-old race 
which will be run at Pimlico on Saturday, 
November 23. 

The Futurity thus becomes the richest race 
ever scheduled in Maryland with the prospect 
that it will be the second richest race in the 
world after a $1,500 starting fee has been paid 
for each of the entrants. 

A dozen starters would increase the overall 
value of the autumn classic to $171,740 with a 
lush $123,382 to the winner, $22,174 to the 
second horse, $14,130 for third and $5,543 for 
fourth. Previous richest race run in Maryland 


was at Pimlico, when a gross purse of $140,150 
was accumulated for the 1954 Preakness. 

The Pimlico Futurity was the nation’s most 
lucrative race when it was inaugurated in 1921 
with Morvich taking down first prize of $42,750. 
Despite the intervening depression years the 
Futurity was never worth less than $25,000 to 
the winner. The event’s previous highest purse 
was in 1956 when John A. Morris’ Missile 
collected $71,235 first money from a gross purse 
of $82,605. 

Included in the 122 eligibles are seven juve¬ 
niles which have already won eleven stakes this 
year. They are headed by Fred W. Hooper’s 
Alhambra, winner of the Primer, Hyde Park, 
Prairie State and George Woolf Memorial stakes 
in addition to one other race. Alhambra also 
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Occupy, sire of Bridgework and Dance Card.

won the Arlington Futurity, but was disqualified 
in the celebrated case of the foul committed by 
his stablemate, Olymar. 

The only time Alhambra failed to finish first 
was in the recent $144,550 Washington Futurity 
in which he was beaten by Maine Chance Farm’s 
Jewel’s Reward, another nominee to the Pimlico 
Futurity. Jewel’s Reward also has the Tremont 
Stakes to his credit. A second two-time stakes 
winner among the eligibles is the Canadian- 
owned Silver Ship, winner of the Victoria and 
Summer Stakes north of the border. 

Other Futurity candidates which have already 
registered in stakes company are Fleet Nasrullah, 
Jester, Music Man Fox and Plion. Some other 
well-bred and highly regarded two-year-olds 
have just begun their campaigns. Among these 
are Calumet Farm’s Kentucky Pride and Green- 
tree Stable’s Prank which won their initial races 
in flashy style, and are being pointed for the 
Pimlico Futurity. 

The Llangollen Farm of Mrs. Richard E. Lunn 
has the most Futurity eligibles with seven, fol¬ 
lowed by Maine Chance Farm and C. V. Whit¬ 
ney with 6 each and Greentree Stable and John 
S. Phipps with 5 each.
